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LANDLORD'S 
INCOME TAX. 


TENANTS’ APPEAL IN 
‘THE HIGH COURTS. 


— 


An important prdgment on the subject of a 
tenant’s right to deduct income tax when pay- 
ing his ren$ was delivered by the Court of 
Appeal, before rising for the term last week. 

In order to provide effectually that a tenant 
should pay all taxes and rates of every kind 
a form of lease was devised by which a very 
jarge rent was reserved in the first place, and 
then a provision was subsequently inserted that 


if the tenant paid all rates and taxes of every 


kind, Parliamentary or otherwise—and whether 
payable by landlord or tenant—the landlord 
would accept a reduced rent so long as this was 

The defendant, Denis Flynn, held premises 
at Denroche’s Cross, Cork, from the plaintiff, 
Mrs. Jane Wycherley, under a lease of this 
description, dated 1st February, 1894, by which 

was reserved in the first place, but 
u rovision that if the tenant 
paid all rates and taxes of every description, 
and indemnified the landlord therefrom, the 
landlord would accept a rent of £14 instéad of 
£22. The defendant, as occupier, was com- 
pelled to pay the landlord's income tax 
(Schedule A) upon the premises for the year 
1919, amounting to £1 l6s., and claimed that 
notwithstanding the provisions in the lease he 
was entitled (on paying all other rates and 
taxes) to pay his rent at the rate of £14 per 
annum, the reduced rent, also to deduct from 
stich rent the amount of landlord’s income tax 
paid by him. 
The plaintiff brought a process before the 
Recorder of Cork to recover the half-year’s rent 
at the rate of , on the ground that the 
defendant had failed to comply wita the pro- 
visions in the lease entitling him to reduction. 
The Recorder of Cork dismissed the case on 
proof that the defendant had tendered £5 4s., 
the half year’s rent at the rate of £14, less 
£1 16s. income tax, and had eet the 
ro into Court. On appeal, Mr. Justice 
Samuels affirmed the decision of the Recorder, 
but, at the request of the plaintiff, stated a 
case for the King’s Bench Division, where the 
Lerd Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Moore de- 
cided that there was nothing illegal in reserving 
a high rent with’ provision that if the tenant 
id the landlord’s income tax the rent was to 
taken at a lower rate, and that as defendant 
insisted on claiming credit for the income tax 
he was bound to pay the high rent. 

The defendant appealed to the Court of 
Appeal, where the case was argued before the 
Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan, and 
Lord Justice O'Connor. ' 

The Master of the Rolls agreed with the 
King’s Bench Division that the plaintiff ought 
io succeed. 

‘Lord Justice Ronan, in a lengthy judgment, 
decided in favour of the tenant. As to whether 
the landlord’s income tax ought to be considered 
as one of the taxes which the tenant was bound 
to pay, he held that the case was governed 
by Section 73 of the Income Tax Act, 1842, 
which provided that no covenant or agreement 
between landlord and tenant touching the pay- 
ment of taxes should be deemed to include in- 
come tax. Secondly, he held that it was clear 
from several provisions of the Income Tax Act 
that it was quite illegal for the landlord to re- 
fuse to allow the deduction of the tax paid by 
the tenant. 

Lord Justice O'Connor agreed with Lord Jus- 
tioe Ronan and the tenant's appeal was allowed 
with coats.

MR. SMILLIE’S REMEDY 
FOR SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


Mr. Smillie, addressing a demonstration in 
St. Andrew’s Hall, Glasgow, on Sunday after- 
noon under the auspices of the Study Circie, 
said that all his life hie work had been on the 
side of universa] peace, and he cared not from 
what body the next attempt came in that direc- 
tion he would assist the movement. If the 
new Commaridment, ‘‘ Love one another,’ were 
carried out literally in this country and every 
country, it would be absolutely impossible to 
have wars between nations. That Command- 
ment was the acme of Christianity, for it ran 
the whole gamut of human hífe. He was 
strongly in favour of international peace, 
because with such a peace all social problems— 
to get a remedy for some of which he had 
spent thirty-five years of his life—would be 
easily solved. : 

He was not of opinion that there was much 
sincerity in the minds of those who have met 
at Washington. He felt that it would not be 
the Governmenis or the diplomats who would 
bring peace, because it was not in the interest 
of organised capita] in this or any other country 
to bring about peace. The capitalist class 
would not willingly have war abolished and 
disarmament if it was going to interfere 
seriously with their ability to exploit the 
workers. Peace, he thought, would have to 
come from from the people themselves. 

After remarking that the peoples of the 
nations who were at war had to be prompted 
and sustained by a Press propaganda of hate, 
Mr. Smillie contended there was now no real 
hatred amongst these ples, and there were 
a thousand reasons A ows they should live in 
brotherhood and neighbourliness for every one 
that they had to hate each other. If the 
peoples of the countries of Europe were left to 
themselves they would never go to war, and he 
would defy any Government in any of these 
countries which had been at war to ballot their 
people on war before they entered into it. 

A BRITISH STATESMAN’S WORD. 

Wars were chiefly brought about by industria 
capitalism. He condemned the formation of 
secret treaties. It was the military people who 
said that war was necessary in order to keep 
the physique and courage of our people up to 
date, but he failed to see where it uplifted or 
regenerated the people. It rather debased 
them. There was a period when the word of 
a British statesman could be given as his bond, 
but we had fallen away considerably from that 
position. To-day he pleaded for them to con- 
sécrate themselves to the cause of peace. — All 
who hated war and believed it to be their duty 
should work for its abolition, and pledge them- 
selves not to take part in any shape or form in 
the carrying on of any war in the future. 

He feared, however, thate there was to be 
again a deluge of blood in India, because every- 
thing seemed to be preparing for it. If it 
came about he would blame this country. and 
not the pedple of India, who had again agitated 
for the right of self-government, and had been 
refused that right. Ili was the duty of our 
Government to make sure that they would 
not again deluge India with blood, and. then 
excuse themselves by saying that it was a revo- 
lution which had taken place. It was possible 
that they would have the next war within 
twenty years, for scientists were busily engaged 
in discovering the best methods to kill the 
veople of other nations. Mothers whose little 
oys were toddling about their knees at present 
might be called upon to deliver up those boys 
as soldiers to defend their country s 

They appealed to all 
They could not blame the Government and 
diplomats altogether. The people should join 
in making sure that a Government was re- 
turned pledged not merely to disarmament, 
but pledged that in future any quarrels between 
them and another nation would be settled by 
an intelligent conference rather than by the 
arbitrament of war. That mecting could do a 
great deal in that direction. The present un- 
employment was the outcome of the war. and 
future wars would bring the same circumstances 
in their train.

NEW USE FOR ALCOHOL 


- 


The Inter-Departmental Committee on 
Alcohol for Power and Traction Purposes have 
issued a second memorandum saves sae Fuel 
Research Board, the first having issued 
in July, 1920. , 

Owing to the suitability of alcohol for use in 
internal combustion engines, especially those of 
the quick-running type, and to the fact that it 
can produced from a large variety of vege- 
table growths, considerable atiention has been 
given in recent years to the possibility of its 
manufacture on a commercial scale. e pro- 
vigion of an alternative Empire-produced liquid 
fuel is a matter of great importance, because of 
the rapid increase in the numer of internal 
combustion engines now vsing petrol in the 
United Kingdom and in the Dominions and 
Colonies, and @lso because the British Empire is 
responsible for only 24-3 per cent. of the world’s 
total production of petroleum and its de- 
rivatives. 
HELP FROM THE COLONIES. 

This memorandum states that the most satis- 
factory solution of the problem would be for 
each (the principal Dominions and Colonies) to 
produce its own liquid fuel from indigenous 
raw materials, because in this way they would 
all be independent in regard to such a vital 
commodity, and would be saved the cost of im- 
porting ‘either the raw materials or the finished 
article. There are no very hopeful prospects of 
this being possible in the United Kingdom, in 
view of its very large and increasing consump- 
tion of petrol—the imports for the first ten 
months of this year amounted to 216,077,424 
gallons—and tv the fact that it is not possible 
to grow tho necessary raw materials in sufficient 
quantities at a sufficiently low price. 

he report mentions the materials from 
which alcohol may be made, and here are some 
of them—Mangolds, molasses, Nipa palm sap, 
sorghum, sugar béet, cane sugar, rew sugar, 
peat, sawdust and wood waste, acetylene, 
ethylene, and Jerusalem artichokes Considera- 
tion is given to the possibilities of growing 
mangolds and artichokes for this purpose and as 
to whether the industry would pay. 
LIQUID FUEL SUPPLIES. 

It is evident (says the regort) that the 
rospect of adding materially to the supplies of 
iquid fue) in the United Kingdom. by the pro- 
duction of alcohol from home grown materials 
is remote. It is now proposed, therefore, to 
consider the possibilities of making alcohol] in 
the Dominions and Coloniés, firstly in order to 
meet their own requirements of Jiquid fuels for 
internal combustion engines, and, secondly, 
for export to this country, or to other portions 
of the Empire, according to local circumstances 
and conditions, 

Next to the United Kingdom, Canada is the 
greatest consumer of liquid fuel for, internal 
combustion engines, but herself produces only a 
very small proportion of her total requirements. 
Industrial alcohol is being manufactured from 
damaged grain and from home and imported 
molasses; the total cuantities, however. are not 
large—some 600,000 to 700.000 gallons a year— 
aoe Is there any considerable distillery capacity.

purpose is the waste sulphite liquors of the

_ There is a further possible source of alcohol 
in the Commonwealth. and that is its synthetic 
production. This is possible, however, only if 
very cheap power is available. The question of 
electrical power generation, using for the pur- 
pose of enormous deposits of brown coal in the 
Commonwealth, is now engaging the attention 
of the Victorian Government. Given cheap 
electricity, the manufacture of calcium carbide 
and the production of alcohol from it by 
catalytic processes is economically practicable. 
Moreover, cheap electricity makes it possible to 
produce cheap artificial fertilisers. the provision 
would materially assist the growing 
of suitable crops for the production of power 
alcohol by the usual fermentation processes. 
GENERAL CONCLUSIONS. 

In summing up, 
conclusions are :— 

1. The prospect is remote of adding materially 
to the supplies of liquid fuel for internal com- 
bustion engines in this country by the manu- 
facture of alcohol from home-grown materials. 

2. The production within the Empire cf 
aloohol from materials containiaz sugar or 
starch is only likely to be possible commercially 
in the near future in some of the Dominions and 
Colonies, and then only on a sufficient ecale to 
meet local requiremets. Such production could 
be accomplished owing to (a) the availability of 
molasses, now a waste product in many places; 
(b) the possibility of growing vegetable sub- 
stances giving a high yield per acre combined 
with a relatively high starch content, such ae 
cassava, sweet potatoes and yams; (c) the 
comparatively cheap labour and production 
costs; (d) the high cost and scarcity of other 
liquid fuels; (e) the relatively small liquid fuel 
requirements. 

It is unlikely that alcohol could be pro- 
duced in the manner referred to above in excess 
of local needs and at a price, when freight to 
seaboard and to this country is included, at 
which it would find a market here. 

4. Synthetic production on a commercial ecale 
in this country is unlikely; it might be possible,

5. Research work for a process, either 
chemical or bacteriological, to produce alcohol 
commercially from tropical vegetation or waste 
vegetable materials has not yet reached the 
stage where its possible industrial application 
can be practically considered. The discovery 
of such a process, where locally applicable, pro- 
bably offers the best chance of a large scale 
production of power alcohol for export.

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CHURCH NOTES. 


The Central Board of Missions of the Church 
of England has now ceased to exist. Its 
functions are at the moment passing to’ the 
Missionary Council of the National Assembly. 
The old Board has prepared a budget for work 
overseas in 1922 as a guide for every diocese, 
and this wlil, no doubt, be confirmed by the 
new Council. The sum budgeted for next year 
amounts to £1,130,000. The step now taken will 
infuse a ee lay element into missionary 
éffort, broaden its basis of support, and 
formally recognise the responsibility of the 
Church for the evangelising of the heathen 
world: 

The position of the Orthodox (Church in 
Palestine has been injuriously affected within 
the last few years. The Orthodox Patriarchate 
has been deprivea of a considerable portion of 
its property in Bessarabia, and its debt by now 
amounis to something like £600,000. For these 
and other reasons tlie Patriarchate has found 
it necessary to effect the sale of considerable 
property, which is not of a strictly ecclesiastical 
character, to the Palestine Land Development 
Company. ‘This property consists for the most 
part of building sites. There has been—largely 
owing to the chaos in Russia and the surround- 
ing countries—almost a complete cessation of 
the Greek Church pilgrimages to Palestine 
since 1919. 

According to the Bishop of Madras, a Swede 
has been recently consecrated to the Bishopric 
of Tranquebar, in Southern India, who will 
now have charge of the missions, which until 
the war were conducted by the Leipzig Mis- 
sionary Society. At the last Lambeth Con- 
ference a resolution was passed recognising the 
Orders of the Swedish Episcopacy. After the 
war, when it became manifest that the Ger- 
mans, at jeast for some time, would not be 

rmitted to resume their work in South India. 
it was arranged that the Swedish Church should 
be requested to carry it on. The new Bishop 
of Tranquebar was consecrated by Swedish 
bishops, who went out to South India for the 


pu e. 

There is a very serious shortage of clergy in 
the Canadian North-West. The Bishop of 
Calgary states that the clergy in his diocese 
now number only 40, and such a number is 
hardly sufficient to carry on the work alrcady 
begun, Jeaving none for the extension of it. 
There are 37 parishes which are without a 
regular ministry. In addition to these, there 
are many newly-settled communities which are 
asking for pastoral supervision. The Bishop of 
Calgary invites applications from earnest men, 
who will find in the great North-West a most

PROGRESS OF CIVIL 
AVIATION. 


} 


The fifth half-yearly report on the progress 
of civil aviation at home and abroad, covering 
the period from April Ist to September 30th, 
has been issued as a White Paper by the Air 
Ministry. i 

This period has, the report shows, been 
marked by a process of consolidation and 
development of the Air Services already in 
existence, resulting in France, Belgium, and 
Holland in a considerable expansion of air 
transport under the subsidy schemes adopted in 
these countries. Although the ratifications of 
the International Air Convention have not yot 
been deposited owing to the difficulty of arriv- 
ing at an agreed form of wording of a declara- 
tion relating to Article 5, a number of countries, 
including Great Britain, have ratifications in 
readiness, and when these have been deposited 
only one additional ratification will be required 
before the International Commission for Air 
Navigation can be constituted. 

Temporary agreements for the control of air 
trafic have been concluded between Great 
Britain and Portugal and Great Britain and 
Norway, and discussions are taking place with 
the Dutch Government for the negotiation of 
a more permanent agreement than that at 
be we existing. The periodical Conferences 
etween the British, French, and Belgian civil 
authorities have been continued with gatis- 
factory results. 

Pending the deposit of the ratification of the 
International Air Convention, the issue of the 
Air Navigation Order, 1921, containing new 
fegulationg in accord with the Convention, is still 
deferred. Directions under this Order are in 
course of preparation. The law relating to 
wreck and e6alvage and to the rendering of 
assistance to vessels in distress at sea have 
been applied, with modifications, to aircraft on 
or over the sea. Experience has shown the 
value of the regulations adorted in 1919 with 
the view to ensuring that passenger aircraft 
are maintained in an airworthy condition, 
whereby owners of aircraft are obliged to obtain 
a daily certificate of airworthiness from a 
licensed ground engineer in respect of their 
machines before flight. Negotiations are in fro- 
gress with a view to establishing somewhat 
similar procedure in the ease of foreign aircraft 
operating to and from England. 

All British machines operating on cross 
Channel routes. are now titted with wireless 
apparatus, and under the new Air Navigation 
Order this will be made compulsory for all 
machines capable of carrying ten or more 
passengers. Both Croydon and Pulham Air 
Stations have now heen provided with wirela is 
direction-finders stations, which, working in 
conjunction, enable an aircraft to “fix” ite 
exact position by means of the junction of the 
bearings obtained simultaneously by the two 
stations, In addition, experiments are being 
carried out with eatisfactory results into the 
possibilities of radio-telephony as a means of 
| directing an aircraft into an aerodrome when 
it is invisible to the pilot owing to fog or mist. 

Some success has also been obtained in using 
pyrotechnic signals for this purpose, and a 
system of colouring the beam of a high-power 
eearchlight is being investigated. Arrangements 
are now in course of completion. whereby the 
Croydon-Lympne air route could at short notice 
be opened for night flying. These arrange- 
mente, the result of a long eeries of investiga- 
tions and experimental night flights, consist of 
a chain of aerial lighthouses and pilotage 
lights between Croydon and the coast, and, in 
addition, an automatic apparatus situated mid- 
way between Croydon and Lympne, which will 
indicate to a pilot by a eystem of coloured 
lights the strength and direction of the wind 
prevailing at any given moment. 
COMMERCIAL AIR SERVICES. 

The temporary arrangement made in March, by 
which Handley Page Traneport, Ltd., and 8. 
Instone and Co., Ltd., maintained regular air ser- 
vices between London and Paris throughout the 
summer will he continued on similar lines dur- 
ing the winter months 1921-22, after which the 
“permanent '” scheme of subsidies as an- 
nounced in June last will come into force. 
As the result of experience gained during the 
summer, this scheme, comprising a subsidy to 
firms of 25 per cent. of their gross takings and 
the provision by the Air Ministry of a portion 
of their fleet on hire purchase basis at less than 
cost price, has been amplified as follows:—An 
additional grant of £3 per passenger and 3d. 
per Ib. of freight will be made to approved 
firms during the year ending 28th February, 
1923, while in addition a contribution of 50 per 
cent. of the cost of insurance of machines pro- 
vided by the Air Ministry will be paid up to a 
maximum of 10 per cent. of the value of the 
machines. 

As regards the number of companies to be 
“approved ' by the Air Ministry to conduct 
services, the report states that, while a mono- 
poly is considered undesirable, unlimited com- 
petition would militate strongly against any 
firm establishing services on a sound commer- 
cial basis, and the number of firms participat- 
ing in the echeme has, therefore, for the time 
being been limited to four. The- report also 
states that the potentialities of airships for 
speeding up communications within the Empire 
were recognised by the Conference of Prime 
Ministers held in June-August, and in accord- 
ance with the Government's decision no steps 
are being taken in regard to the final disposal 
of existing airships and material until the 
Dominion Prime Ministers have had an oppor- 
tunity of consulting their Governments as to 
whether contributions should be made towards 
the commercial operation of Imperial airship 
services. The airships and materia] are being 
stored until these decisions have been com- 
municated.

PATRIARCHATE’S FINANCES. 
Considerable misunderstandinzgs, says a 

Colonial Office communication, seem to exist as 
to the financial of the Orthodox 
Patriarchate of Jerusalem, and as to the effects 
of the Financial Commission, which is now 
endeavouring to repair its shattered finances 
and to restor= it to a state of solvency. The 
duties of this Financial Commission are, inter 
alia, to purify and revise the interna] finances 
of tae Patriarchate, and, further, by the sale 
of certain properties (from which properties 
having any ecclesiastical or religious character 
are expressly excluded) to realise such sums as 
will enable the Patriarchate to meet its debts. 
This Financial Commission was appointed, and 
began to act in September, 1921, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. J. B. Barron, Director of 
Customs and Kevenue. <As far back as the be- 
ginning of 1919, that is to say, a year before 
the imstitution of the Civil Admimstration in 
Palestine, the Patriarch of Jerusalem had 
initiated negotiations with the Palestine Land 
Development Company fo: the sale of consider 
able properties belonging to the Patriarchate in 
Jerusalem. These propertivs are not of an 
ecclesiastical character, but are building sites 
acquired in recent years by the Patriarchate as 
an investment. Prolonged negotiations be- 
tween the Patriarchate and the company resulted 
in a deed of salé being executed by the two 
parties on July 29, 1921, that ie to say. before 
the Financial Commission had been called into 
existence. 

SALE APPROVED. 

On assuming its functions the Financial Com- 
mission crranged that the sale already agreed 
upoa should not take effect until the genera! 
public should have had an opportunity of offer- 
ing for the properties in question, the two 
parties to dhe sale consenting to the inter- 
vention of the Commission under protest. 
Le, Commission anrounced hy public notias 

properties in question, together with 
others, were offered for sale,’ and took steps 
to have the notice circulated, not only through- 
out Palestine, but also in Svrta Egypt. ; 
Cyprus. As no other hu “Sypt, and 
offered themselves for th po Na rena ni 
raise “06 tke Gale oa roperties above re- 
Lion thes Be Esashi he sf ain Land 
he Ab IR ; wW y has now heen approved 
»y the Financial Commission and ratified by 
the High Commissioner, on terms more advan- 
tageous to the Patriarchate than those which 
the Patriarchate, in its original agreement with 
the Palestine Land Development Company haa 
been able to secure for itself. 

It has been suggested that if these properties 
had been divided into smaller lots, other offers 
would have been put forward. But, in the 
opinion of the Commission, no financial advan- 
tage would have accrued to the Patriarchate 
from this procedure. The large sum payable 
under this agreement would have been lost. and 
there is no probability that other smaller pur- 
chasers would have been forthcoming for many 
years, able- to pay an amount equal to that 
which had been agreed. Other gales of build- 
ing and agricultural sites will probably follow, 
in no case, however, without the specific con- 
sent of the Patriarchate. It should be realised 
that, owing to the practical cessation of ortho- 
dox pilgrimages, the resources of the Orthodox 
Patriarchate have been robbed of their greatest 
asset, that the Patriarchate hag also been 
deprived, for many years past, of the consider- 
able revenues of its properties in Bessarabia, 
that its debts by now amount to something like 
£650,000, and that without the action of the 
Government in specially prolonging the 
moratorium im its favour it would long since 
have fallen into utter wenn ig eng The policy 
of the Palestine Government has been to sup- 
port the financial position of the Patriarchate, 
and to help it, by means of the appointment of 
the -Financial Commission, to save itself. from 
ruin, and to he restored to solvency for the

Although mistletoe is rare in England, it .i 
exceedingly common in France, even the trees i 
the Bois de Boulogne having their great bunches 
on the topmost branches. Mistletoe would h 
worth virtually nothing were it not for th 
dificulty of detaching it from the highes 
branches, and the difficulty of transporting 
without danger to the berries. 

This year more mistletoe than usual was sen 
to England from France, the reason given b: 
one French paper, being that there has been 
campaign in England against mistletoe and th 
tradition connected with it, and on the principle 
of stolen kisses being sweetest, the agitation 
against mistletoe, made the demand for it 
greater, ' 

A message from Havre states that the 
quantity of mistletoe from Eura and Calvades 
sent to England by the Southampton boats this 
year bas broken all records.—(Reuter.) 


ITALY’S TRADE BOOM, 


The situation of the Italian Treasury on June 
30 last showed considerable improvement in 
comparison with the returns of June 50, 1920, 
with a net advance of 1,500 million lire.

India and Egypt. 


Christmas has been an anxious time for 
those who are carrying the white man’s 
burden in India arid Egypt. The Prince 
of Wales arrived in Calcutta on Saturday, 
and, as Mr. Gandhi had made a supreme 
effort to mar the visit by his boycott 
policy, some misgivings were felt in re- 
‘sponsible quarters. Hitherto Mr. Gandhi 
had not met with very much success. 
The Prince's visit to Bombay was a 
triumph. Despite the most elaborate 
system of intimidation, he was welcomed 
with enthusiasm in Benares and Patna, 
and only in Allahabad did the boycotters 
achieve their object. ‘Calcutta, however, 
was regarded as the “ acid test ” of Indian 
feeling. A day of strict mourning had been 
proclaimed. -No Indian was to show his 
face on the streets, and the methods of the 
Gandhi party became so outrageous that 
last week the Viceroy was compelled to 
order a series of wholesale arrests. Many 
people thought that the Earl of Reading s 
strong action would have aggravated 
matters; but they did not know their 
India. When the Prince arrived on Satur- 
day the hartal virtually collapsed. Crowds 
of Indians attended the races which were 
arranged specially for the Prince. Cal- 
cutta surpassed even Bombay in the 
warmth of its welcome, although but for 
the Gandhi propaganda far greater enthu- 
siasm would have been shown. The 
greater part of the native population, un- 
doubtedly, was terrorised into abstention 
from the festivities; but Mr. Gandhi has 
not much cause for rejoicing. The 
Emperor’s son has defeated his plans by 
sheer force of personality. 

The difference between the discontent in 
India and Egypt is the difference between 
Mr. Gandhi and Zaghlul Pasha. The one 
is a religious monomaniac, intellectually 
brilliant, but, like most fanatics, hope- 
lessly unpractical. The other is a man of 
the world, with a strong personality and 
no scruples. Consequently the Egyptian 
problem has assumed far more formidable 
proportions than Mr. -Gandhi’s rather 
nebulous agitation for swaraj. The Indian 
has failed because he is averse from 
bloodshed ; the Egyptian is making him- 
self very troublesome because he will stop 
at nothing. Last week Viscount Allenby, 
like Lord Reading, decided to take drastic 
action. He arrested Zaghlul with five of 
his most dangerous supporters, and trans- 
ported them to Suez. Naturally enough, 
this assertion of British authority led to 
numerous outbreaks throughout Egypt, 
and matters became so threatening towards 
the end of the week that two warships 
were sent to Alexandria. Altogether 
twelve persons, eleven of whom were 
natives, have been killed, and order has 
not yet been restored. Zaghlul Pasha’s 
wife has come forward to take her 
husband’s place, and the students in Cairo 
and elsewhere are very obstreperous. Lord 
Allenby, however, is not likely to allow the 
situation to pass out of his control, and a 
little firmness now may save a great deal 
of trouble afterwards. The Egyptians 
have no use for the passive resistance 
policy. They are “out for blood.’’ Their 
attacks are not confined to the British 
garrison or even to the British popula- 
tion. Like the Chinese in the Boxer 
Rising, they regard every non-Egyptian. as 
a “ foreign devil.”’ 

Already the-French and Italian Consuls 
have appealed to the police authorities to 
take sterner measures against the mal- 
contents. Order must be restored and 
the lives of the foreign population must 
be protected. Complete independence, 
either for India or Egypt, is obviously out 
of the question. Neither country is fit for 
the responsibilities of sovereignty. In 
India the removal of the British garrison 
would be the signal for an immediate out- 
burst of inter-racial fighting. The Moplah 
rebellion was planned originally as part 
of the Gandhi campaign ; but its savage de- 
velopments should act as a warning to all 
India. Nothing but the British Raj can 
keep Hindus and Mohammedans from one 
another’s throats. As the Prince of Wales 
said, it has raised Calcutta from the 
obscurity of a little fishing village to the 
dignity of a great world city. Its disap- 
pearance would hurl India back into the 
tribal chaos of five hundred years ago. 
Egypt is in a like case. No country which 
ill-treats its foreign residents can hope 
to retain independence. The Chinese 
are still paying an indemnity to Europe 
as a result of the Boxer “rebellion.’’ The 
Turks have lost their Empire because they 
persecuted the Armenians and could not 
be trusted with the lives or liberties of any 
foreign people. Egypt would be sub- 
dued by France or Italy within a year if 
the British forces were withdrawn. Both 
India aad Egypt have been offered a very 
generous measure of autonomy. More 
they cannot be given. If, then, they have 
any wisdom, they will turn their backs on 
the Gandhis and Zaghluls and will take 
their places as progressive units in “that 
community of nations known as the 
British Empire. 


University Reform. 


The work of the Reyal Commission on 
the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge 
is nearly complete. Mr. Asquith is Chair- 
man of the Commission, which was 
appointed in November, 1919. It is, to some 
extent, an outcome of the Labour Party’s 
insistence that any grant of financial help 
by the Government to the Universities 
ought to be accompanied by State control. 
We are glad to learn that the Commission 
has been able to evolve a measure of State 


control over Oxford and Cambridge which 


will not interfere with their essential 
autonomy. The report, we are informed, 
will respect the status of the colleges, 
but will strengthen the place of the 
University itself by means of a general 
scheme of co-ordination. In one important 
respect the report will vindicate the policy 
of the old Wniversities. The Labour re- 
expected that impartial 
inquiry would show that Oxford and 
Cambridge could be made more acces- 
sible to persons of small means, It 
is understood, however, that the Com- 
mission’s report will not flatter any 
hope that fees can undergo a substan- 
tial reduction in the near future. The 
recommendations will be awaited with 
much interest by our Universities in Ire- 
land.. They will look to the Irish Free 


State for the financial aid which will be 


necessary to their efficiency, if not to their 
existence; and it is probable that they 
will be required to accept, in return, some 
measure of external supervision. They will 
be eager to learn how Mr. Asquith’s Com- 
mission has reconciled the principles of 
autonomy and State control. 


Soviet Theatres. 


. The Soviet Government has made yet 
another confession of failure. A corre- 
spondent of the Morning Post tells us 
that it has decided to “de-nationalise ”’ 
the theatre and to stop the payment of 
all subsidies to places of amusement. The 
scheme of subsidies has been in the hands 
of Commissary Lunacharsky and his De- 


partment of Fine Arts and Education. The | pa

cause of its collapse after a huge expendi- 
ture of money has been twofold. In the 
first. place, Lunacharsky and Co. insisted 
on giving the public not what it wanted, 
but what they supposed to be. good for it. 
They specialised in Futurist plays which 
attracted nobody. In the next place, all 
Russia’s best actors and actresses have 
fled to other countries, with the result 
that the art of the theatre has ceased to 
exist. The few privately owned theatres 
in Petrograd and Moscow are supplying 
the public with light fare and are making 
both ends meet, The Communist theatre 
is dead and gone for ever; and, per- 
haps, from the general. standpoint of 
civilisation, the failure was worth the vast 
sums which have been squandered on it. 
The Soviet conception of the place of art 
in life is found in the title of the body 
which controls the theatres in Moscow. It 
is the “Commissariat of Health, Sanitary 
and Drainage Department, Theatrical- 
Cultural Section.”’ 


A Hopeful Prophecy. 


The President of the National Chamber 
of Trade is an optimist. The new year, 
he tells us, will make its débit to the 
accompaniment of a general crash in the 
price of. commodities. During the last 
fortnight, he says, Danish butter has fallen 
by 72s. per hundredweight, with the result 
that it will be retailed soon at from 1s. 4d. 
to 1s. 6d. a pound, while Irish and Colonial 
butter will be sold -at virtually pre-war 
rates. All American “ hog products’’ will 
be cheaper. Bacon, which stands now at 
ld. 3d.,. should fall to 1s. Hams should 
be reduced to between 1s. 3d. and 1s. 4d. a 
pound. Wheat also has fallen again, with 
the result that—in England, at any rate— 
a cheaper loaf is in sight. Last week the 
Walsall Board of Guardians accepted a 
tender for bread at 64d. a four-pound loaf, 
and another institution in the North of 
England has succeeded in getting its bread 
for sixpence. The President of the Chamber 
of Trade asserts that a sixpenny quartern 
loaf should become general in the near 
future, but obviously he does not know 
much about Ireland. Here the four-pound 
loaf is still 11d., although its average price 
in England is only ninepence. The dis- 
crepancy may be justified; but the Irish 
public has reason to doubt alluring 
prophecies in regard to the cost of living. 


The Last Bowmen. 


“ What, of the bow? 

The bow was made in England, 
Of true wood, of yew wood, 

The wood of English bows.” 

If a Government department has its way, 
no more bows will be made or strung in 
England and the last relic of a great 
national institution will disappear. The 
Commissioners of Woods and Forests have 
“wes the Archers of the Royal Toxophilite 
Society notice of expulsion from their 
hall and shooting-ground in London. The 
Society is the final refuge of the bowman’s 
craft in these islands. Once the bow was 
England's weapon and wrote some of the 
most romantic and most glorious chapters 
in English history. It twanged a tragedy 
in the New Forest and many a comedy 
of love and plunder in jolly Sherwood ; 
and it won Crecy and Poitiers. Long after 
the bow was ousted (“scrapped ” is the 
modern lingo) as a weapon of war it re 
mained an implement of sport.. Archery 
survived through the eighteenth century 
and was a fashionable pastime in early 
Victorian times. To-day it is cherished 
only by the Royal Toxophilites, and now 
this faithful remnant is to be dispossessed 
because His Majesty's Commissioners want 
to turn its shooting-ground into hard 
tennis courts. We do not wonder that the 
Toxophilites are very bitter about it. and 


write to The Times that “this thing mugt | 


not be.” The oldest sport of “‘ Merrie 
England ' deserves a kinder fate.

We will suppose the dealer has seven hearts 
headed by the ace, king, and no other trick in 
his hand. If he bids one heart, the opponent 
on his left, having five spades to king, queen, 
and the chance of a few outside tricks, bids a 
spade. The dealer's partner has & couple of 
tricks in clubs or diamonds, and perses, and the 
hand is eventually played at three spades, the 
game being won in that suit. 

If the deascr had called three hearts at once he 
would have met with no opposition, as the spades 
were evenly divided, and neither hand could 
deciare over the call of three hearts without 
great risk of a double. In being left to play 
the hand at three hearts, there is little chance 
of the declarer failing to make his contract, as 
his partner’s hand contains two tricks. A pre- 
emptive bid of three spades would be even 
better, as it is moet unlikely the opponents 
could call four hearts. 

It is very rarely a beginner has the courage 
to bid three of a suit as an original declara- 
tion, but with such a hand as described in these 
notes he may well take the risk, «s his chances 
of going down are comparatively smail.

ST. STEPHEN'S DAY 


AT CHRIST CHURCH 
CATHEDRAL. 


In accordance with the usage of recent years, 
the Dean of Christ Church invited the citizens 
of Dublin yesterday to view the many interest- 
ing features of their ancient Cathedral, amd to 
hear some account of its long and varied his- 
tory. A large number availed themselves of the 
opportunity, and many who had resided long in 
the city confessed that they had not previously 
realised the greatness of the privilege or their 
city in possessing a gem so rich in artistic 
beauty and historic interest. [ oe 

The building, as it stands to-day, contains In 
tables of stone the story of Norseman and 
Anglo-Norman, and their absorption with the 
native races in that composite population which 
has always since their day peopled the City of 
Dublin. 

Here 750 years ago Henry II. attended the 
Services on Christmas Day; here Lambert 
Simuel was crowned in cpposition to Henry 
VII.; here worshipped Edmund Spenser, and 
many others, whose names are immortal; and 
here, since the deys of Sitric, the worship of 
God has been offered with every accompani- 
ment that art and reverence cou'd contribute. 

To the late Henry Roe the citizens are in- 
debted for the preservation of thir architec- 
tural gem, but how few realis: that buildings 
such as Christ Church require continual expendi- 
ture for their maintenance, and that it is at 
once the duty and the privilege of the men of 
to-day to see that the Cathedral is assured as a 
possession for fnture generations. 

It is true that the generous restorer did much 
to provide for the maintenance znd upkeep of 
the Musical Services, which have long en 
famous, but many things need renewal, a 
there is as much scope as at ar time in the 
past for the piety and generosity of Dublin’s 
citzens. Their Cathedral is a.sacred trust, and 
it cannot be doubted that they have only to 
realise it to prove their will to preserve it. 

It is aoil, that the organ, which has done 
long and noble service, may soon be renewed 
and improved, but it depends on the citizens 
whether much or little can ultimately be ac- 
complished. In the Cathedral Schools of our 
city many famous men have been trained, and 
it is surprising how few persons are aware of 
the opportunities such places afford for the 
education and training of suitable boys. In 
England such schools are rich in echolarships, 
and there is plenty of scope in Dublin ‘or our 
wealthy citzens to earn the gratitude of the 
children of the future. 

It would be less than grateful to close this 
account without placing on record that the 
whole building today is a monument to the 
self-eflacement and loving care of the great 
architect responsible for iis restoration—George 
Ecmund Street—and a monument, too, attest- 
ing the artistic skill of many unnamed work- 
men. who worked not for wazes alone, but for 
love of their art. 


FAKING OLD MASTERS.

A PROGRESSIVE INDUSTRY. 


The Nottingham art collector who recently 
purchased several pictures for the comparatively 
small sum of £25 has now been informed that 
one of these pictures is a genuine Rembrandt 
worth at least £10,000. This dramatic discovery 
of a beautiful example of the famous artist's 
work has created a great sensation in the 
world of art; and it will, no doubt, give 
courage to collectors who are always on the 
look out for masterpieces. 

Valuable pictures are often found in the most 
unexpected quarters. Frequently an Old Master 
is regarded as worthless. Some years ago, for 
instance, a picture was offered to an art dealer 
for £3. The offer was declined. It was then 
sold to an expert, who sold it to the art dealer 
already mentioned for £400. “The picture is 
rather familiar to me,” remarked the art 
dealer, as he handed over the'cheque. ‘“* You 
are right,” replied the expert, “ it was offered 
to you for £5 last week.” 

But all old oil paintings are not valuable. 
Indeed, it frequently happens that the frames 
are actually worth more than the paintings 
themselves. This is particularly the case 
where the frame is old gilt carved wood, when 
its value may be re sá from £5 to £50. 
Dishonest dealers have been known to put 
faked or indifferent pictures in old frames, and 
offer the “ masterpiece” for sale at an ex- 
orbitant price. 

During recent years considerable strides have 
been made in the art of faking pictures. In 
fact, it is not so very long ago since the 
French police discover a factory at Cannes 
which specialised in the production of Old 
Masters. Large quantities of imitation works 
of art have been traced to this factory.

It seems quite inconceivable that a forgery of 
the work of a famous artist should r bosa con. 
noisseurs and art experts. However, there 
are a few famous pictures over which there 
is still considerable doubt as to their genuine- 
ness. The art forgers take. every precaution 
to avoid making mistakes. Many forgeries 
which have been detected are wonderful ex- 
amples of the ekill of the fakers. In every 
instance the frame, the canvas, and the condi- 
tion of the picture bore all the appearances of 
antiquity. xperts point out that in forgeries 
the signature is never absent; indeed it -is 
generally very conspicuous. However, this latter 
fact often is the means of unmasking the fraud 
because in the majority of genuine paimtings 
the signature of the artist is very indistinct. 

Another dodge is to 3 the signature of a 
great artist on the work of a little known con- 
temporary artist. This may deceive the average 
collector or the inexperienced dealer. But it 
merely amuses the art experts, who are con- 
versant with all the tricks of the trade and 
who know all the characteristics of the most 
famous artists. As an example of the thorough 
examination to which the expert subjects 
an alleged 
mentioned that a picture attributed to 
Leonardo da Vinci turned out to be the work of 
2 medioere artist who lived about the same 
time. The expert who examined this picture 
decided that it was not genuine, because the 
strokes of the brush, when viewed under the 
lens, went from right to left, whereas Leonardo 
da .Vineci, who was left-handed, painted from 
eft to right. 

Moreover, just as a paper maker can tell the 
materials used in making paper by examining 
4 tiny piece under a microscope, so the art 
expert can decide the authenticity of a picture 
by the texture of the canvas and the quality 
of the paints. He is not deceived by the dodge 
of painting a ‘classic’ on an old canvas from 
which all traces of the original picture have 
been carefully removed. He knows that 
bitumen is mixed with the colours used so That 
the painting may crack in a short time, and 
thus appear to genuine. He also knows 
that pictures are “ ed” in a slow oven, in 
order to give them an ancient dull tint and to 
make them crack!

WEST SEEKS UNITY. 


NO ALTERNATIVE TO 
TREATY. 


It is probably true to say that 95 per cent. 
of responsible opinion in the County Galway 
favours acceptance of the Anglo-Irish Peace 
Treaty in its present form, says our Galway 
Correspondent. I find that even among some 
of the out-and-out Republicans there is a desire, 
in view of the difference of opinion in the 
Dail Cabinet, to secunre a means of preserving 
the unity of the country on the basis of accept- 
ance of the Treaty. “ There is now no alterna- 
tive but to accept the Treaty,’’ said one who 
explained that he had always been, and would 
always remain, a Republican. 

_Moderate opinion, of which there is a con- 
siderable amount, even among Sinn Fein, in the 
West, finds it difficult to understand why there 
should be any question about the acceptance of 
the Treaty, which enables Ireland to work ont 
her own destiny in her own way. A similar 
view is taken “á 100 per cent. of those who 
have a stake in ‘he country. Throughout the 
rural districts ihere is everywhere manifest a 
genuine desire for peace. ' 

A clergyman, who entertains what may be 
described as ‘extreme views,” said :—‘ The 
divisions in the Oabinet are very sad: I would 
have rejected the Treaty in the first instance, 
but it would be madness now to precipitate 
division and chaos.”’ 

All are eager to enter upon the era of 
security and progress which it is felt will follow 
ratification. The opinion is strongly expressed 
that all public bodies should make their voices 
heard during the week in favour of peace. 

Town and country in this district, sayg our 
Tuam Correspondent, are overwhelmingly in 
favour of the ratification of the Treaty. I 
have not heard one adverse comment on the 
terms. The views expressed by Professor 
Whelehan are fully approved. People cannot 
conceive of anyone rejecting what they consider 
& most acceptable treaty and going back to 
the conditions of war. Messrs. Griffith and 
Collinge have the confidence of the people. 

Our Ballinasloe Correspondent reports that 
99 per cent. of the people in his district are in 
favour of the ratification of the Treaty.

Archbishop Gilmartin, preaching at Tuam 
Cathedral on Christmas Day, referred to the 
present political situation. He said that the 
Saviour Child had come to bring peace to asick 
world. If the world was sick to-day it wag not 
the fault of Christ. His Gospel had commended 
the admiration of all men, but in the relations 
between man and man, as between people and 
people, this Gospel was ignored. 

It was not fitting to bring politics into the 
Church, but they might say without offence 
that, broadly speaking, there was little of this 
Gospel to be found in politics. Appeals were 
made by politicians to pride, to greed, to 
hatred, and consistency, but how seldom was re- 
ference made to the eight beatitudes? 

“ Democracy is held up ae the ideal of society, 
but the doctrines of the Great Democrat are 
kept in the background. What were the politics 
of Christ? ‘Do to others as you would wish 
that others should do to you.’ What was His 
method of attack? “Love your aemies, do 
good to them thai hate you, pray for them that 
persecute and calumniate you.” What were His 
arms? Humility, charity, and prayer. On one 
occasion Peter would be a militarist, but the 
Master rebuked nim, saying, ‘Put up thy sword 
into thy scabbard, for they that take the 
eword shall perish by the sword.’ 

“It i something to be thankful for that a 
Bus Feace reigne in this country to-day. 

this peace going to last? Is it God's Christmas 
gift to Ireland, or is it only the calm before 
the storm? 

“That reste with the people, for goodwill is 
a condition of peace, but it primarily rests with 


“ “There is one thing we can all do for peace, 
namely, to pray for it, and to pray for the re- 
presentatives of the people. 

“While not denying credit, where credit is 
due, he believed that the good turn things 
had recently taken was due to prayer. Let 
them, then, during the next ten days, gather 
around the Crib and, fixing their eye on the 
Infant Saviour, let them beg of Him the 
Ohristmas giit of peace—spiritual. peace and 
temporal peace, the peace which He came to 
give the people, the peace that was sung on the 
first Christmas morning by the multitude of 
the heavenly army. 

“In making the appeal let them ask the 
sweet, gentle Mother and the mild Joseph to 
second the appeal by their intercession, so that 
by next. Christmas Day the people of Ireland 
might be united amongst themselves, and 
might be united with the sister nations in the 
great spiritual democracy that Christ came to 
establish in the world.” 


BISHOP OF CLOYNE. 


WHAT THE TREATY DOES. 


After High Mass in St. Celman’s Cathedral, 
Queenstown, the Bishop of Cloyne (Most Rev. 
Dr. Browne) read to a congregation of about 
4,000 persons the following announcement :— 
“lt + hoped that the people of (Queenstown)

vote in accordance with the mandate of their 
constituency.” 

He went on :—' You know, brethren, that it 


is contrary to my principles and practice to 
introduce any mere political subject into the 
cathedral pulpit, but the matter mentioned in 
the announcement read ig not in the ordinary 
sense political; it is in the highest sense 
national. For never before were the _ Irish 
people called to decide on a question of such 
supreme importance to the country. The 
people are the fountain and source of national 
authority, and their representatives in the 
Government of the country are expected to 
give voice to the sentiments and con- 
victions of the majority of their constituents, 
and by a providential] arrangement the people of 
Ireland are given an opportunity of expressing 
their views and convictions as to whether the 
Treaty, which raises Ircland to the condition of 
a free State, shall be accepted or rejected. 
Every one of you has read the terms of that 
proposed Treaty, and can judge for himself. 
You know that it gives Ireland its own Parlia- 
ment, to be weet, free from any outside in- 
terference by the Irish people. You know. that 
that Parliament will have power to deal with 
and decide the social, industrial, commercial, 
political, and educational life ef Ireland, It 
will have power to appoint the judiciary that 
deals with the administration of justice, to 
nominate all those who are to be charged with 


and public order, to regulate the system of edu- 
cation which will develop the minds and form 
the character of the coming generations of Irish- 
men. 

In its hands will rest the power to develop the 
agricultural and material resources of Ireland, 
that have been neglected in the past. It will be 
their exclusive right to determine the entire 
taxation necessary for the upkeep of the varied 
State institutions and public bodies. 

In a word, Ireland under this proposed Treaty 
will be a free State with untrammelled power to 
legislate for the Irish people in what concerns 
their welfare. Therefore, it is all-important 
that those who approve of the acceptance of the 
Treaty should manifest their acceptance within 
the coming week. 


THE ALTERNATIVE. 


What is the alternative to acceptance? You 
have, I know, considered this. Are we to go 
back to the hideous conditions that prevailed in 
our country for the past two or threo years? 
Are we to go back to the tyranny, bondage, and 
slavery from which our forefathers suffered, or 
become a Free State with our own Parliament, 
invested with full powers to rule Ireland for 
Ireland’s welfare? It is for the people to 
choose. 

I think I know the minds of the people of Cove 
(Queenstown) on this subject, and I believe that 


they, at all events, are not for reject- 
ing the Treaty. 1 believe that 95 
cent. of them are for its ratification. 


During the struggle of ihe past few years for 
freedom, the Irish people in every part ot the 
world were heartily with us, and their support 
was invaluable and necessary for success. To 
judge by what one reads in the newspapers, 
those friends of ours are as true to us now as in 
the past, are strong for the Treaty, and urge 
on us its acceptance. 

Under the Treaty Ireland and Canada and 
Australia will {orm a brotherhood of nations 
as co-equal members of the Commonwealth, and 
all will be bound, in their common interest, to 
protect and defend the right and freedom, each 
of the other. 

Concluding, he said, “ The announcement I 
have read is addressed to those who approve of 
the ratification of the Treaty. If there are 
amongst you persons who do not approve of 
the Treaty, they have, it is evident, an equal 
right with you to follow their convictions.”

DISTURBANCES AT

The military measures taken in Cairo 
to quell the disturbances following the 
expulsion of Zaghlul Pasha (leader of the 
extreme Nationalists) have not been with- 
out effect. 

Perfect quiet is reported in the Euro- 
pean quarter, though there have been 
minor disturbances in native quarters. 
Here, again, the military are engaged in 
restoring peace. 

Fourteen people had been killed in the 
disturbances up to Saturday night, and 
about forty wounded. 

Bluejackets have arrived in Cairo, and a 
flotilla of armed Nile boats will shortly 
proceed to Upper Egypt. 

A mob broke through the police cordon 
at Port Said and penetrated to the 
European quarter, but the military inter- 
vened, and order was soon restored. 


NAVAL UNITS POSTED. 


NATIVE BAR ON STRIKE. 


i CAIRO, Monday. 
One rioter was killed and one was wounded 
during the rioting at Suez yesterday, and two 
rioters were killed and two wounded at Port 
oo where an atmosphere of restlessness pre- 
vais. 

Naval units are now stationed at Suez, 
Ismailia, Port Said, and Alexandria. Santa is

Some minor acts of sabotage to telegraphs 
and telephones are reported from Lower is ypt, 
but there are no reports of trouble i Eo Sa 
The majority of Government officials are strik- 
ing, but are not expected to be out for more 
than three days.

Cairo itse]f is practically. without loca] means 
of locomotion to-day. The train service is stil] 
suspended, and horse-cabs and taxi-cabs have 
been withdrawn, following attacks by roughs in 
the early morning. he inconvenience is not 
great. owing to the holidays. Europeans are 
walking the streets unconcernedly in their own 
quarter. 

It is difficult to ascertain the exact casualties 
in the Cairo district, but jit is believed that so 
far 14 have been killed and about 40 wounded, 
epart from considerable numbers of minor in- 
juries. 

There seems to be no disposition on the part 
of the crowds to come into conflict with the 
military. 

Further attempts of incendiarism were made 
yesterday, and ten rioters were wounded by the 
military. There was a recurrence of disorders 
this morning in the native quarter. They were 
of a minor charactér, but further destruction 
was done. 


STUDENTS’ STRIKE. 


“SHOOT WHEN NECESSARY” 
ORDER. 


CAIRO, Sunday. 

The European quarter is perfectly quiet this 
morning, but minor disturbances have taken 
place in the native quarters, with which the 
military are effectively dealing. A number of 
arrests have been made. 

Twelve people have been killed up to last 
night, including Professor Jean Orth, a well- 
known figure in Cairo, who claimed to be a 
famous Austrian Archduke who mysteriously 
disappeared. He was stabbed several times in 
the back while proceeding to his humble 
lodgings. 

The. other victims are all natives, who were 
killed by gun and revolver shots. 

As students of El Ezhar University have de- 
clared an indefinite strike, an order, under 
martial law, notifies the public that disorders, 
rioting, and destruction of property will be 
rigorous'y repressed by the military, who have 
been ordered to shoot when necessary. 

The five arrested Zagluliste—Sinnot Hanna, 
Makram Obeid, Mustapha el-Nahas, Atef 
Barakat, and Fathalla Pasha Barakat—were 
' Ar soó AE taken to Suez. The remaining three, 
aving complied with Lord Alienby’s orders, 
are remaining in Egypt. 

I understand that a decision has been taken 
regarding the ultimate destination of Zaglul 
Pasha and his five Rá ACT SN The authorities 
informed Madame Zaglul that she could join 
her husband, but she replied that she intended 
to take his place in Egypt. He was the father 
of the people, she said, and she would become 
the mother of the people. 

A number of bluejackets arrived in Cairo yes- 
terdhy evening. It is reliably understood that 
a flotilla of armed Nile boats, officered and 
manned by the Royal Navy, is proceeding to 
Upper Egypt in the course of the next few days.

CORK TRAIN 
BANDITS. — 


CHRISTMAS MAIL 
| SEIZED.

The maíl train which left Cork íor Bantry on 
Saturday morning was raided at Waterfall 
station by armed men, who stole a large num- 
ber of registered packets. 

As announced in the Irish Times on Satur- 
day, the American liner Centennial State and 
the White Star liner Baltic, which reached 
Queenstown on Friday, carried exceptionally 
heavy mails. Many of the packets contained 
money orders and valuables, sent by Irishmen 
in America as Christmas gifts to their friends 
at home. 

The object of the robbers was to seize all the 
letters of this kind that were intended for per- 
sons living in the area served by the Cork, 
Bandon, and South Coast Railway. 

In this they were only too successful. 

When the mail train was signalled at Water- 
fall, a band of armed men appeared suddenly on 
the platform.

CHRISTMAS DAY TRAGEDY. 


Fire, resulting in the loss of four lives, and 
in three other people being injured, occurred in 
Shefheld on Christmas morning 

Mr, Alfred Smith, the tenant of 21 Coupe 
road, Pitsmoor, Sheffield, was entertaining 
some friends’ and relatives, and altogether a 
party of nine retired to bed on Christmas Eve, 
eaving everything apparently secure. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock on Christmas morn- 
ing, Mr. Smith found smoke issuing from the 
diningroom. Smoke and flames drove him out 
of the room, and he immediately gave the 
alarm, and escaped through the bathroom win- 
dow. 

The Fire Brigade forced an entry, and dis- 
covered the dead bodies. 
the tenant’s mother, was found dead in bed, 
and her grandson, Mr. Bryan Smith, aged 24, 
who had evidently gone to rouse the old lady, 
was also found in the room. The floor had 
been partially burned away. 

in the bathroom was found Miss Eunice 
Smith, her body hanging over the taps, and 
Mies Mona Cobban, aged 14. The other occu- 
pants, Mr. and Mrs. Hempstock, Mrs. Cobban 
and Mrs. Smith, wife of the tenant, made their 
escape through the skylight. 

Hempstock escaped without injury, but the 
others were taken to hospital and- detained. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. Several fire- 
men fell through the burning floors into the 
lower part of the buildings. 


LABOUR AND WAGES. 


PROSPECTS FOR THE NEW YEAR, 


The Press Association’s Labour Correspondent 
writes:—The Christmas season has seldom 
passed without its crop of Labour troubles or 
rumours of crises, but it is a good augury for 
the New Year that Christmas, 1921, has been 
freed of scares in the imdustrial world. The 
Labour outlook for the coming year, in the 
opinion of those well able to judge, is less 
menacing than it has been at this period for a 
considerable time past, and a better feeling 
exists between employers and workers. 

Wages have come down in many trades 
under sliding scale arrangements with the cost 
of living, and im other big industries, such as 
the engineering and shipbuilding, wage cute 
have come into operation by agreement. The 
reductions of railway freight rates for coal, al- 
though not as great as had hoped for by 
the industries mainly concerned, will almost 
certainly stimulate the iron and steel trades. 

The revival in the coal export trade has 
brought a glimmer of hope at last in some of 
the large mining districts, and there are those 
in authority who believe that the worst is 
over, and that the depression is at length 
passing. Better times for the miners will 
almost automatically bring a measure of im- 
provement for other classes of workere. 

From January lst the railwaymen will lose an- 
other 4s per week under the sliding scale. The 
basic rates are fixed under the national agree- 
ment, and with regard to permanent 


standard rates, an increase of at least 100 
er cent. on the average pre-war rates 
is, generally speaking, assured. There can 


be no reduction of those rates under the agree- 
ment, however much the cost of living may go 
down. So far, there hag been no indication of 
any intention by the railway authorities in 
England and Wales to press for a reduction of 
the standard rates, and there is hardly likely to 
be any move in this direction while adjustments 
can still be made under tlie sliding scale. Some 
uneasinéss has, however, been caused by the 
official statement of the companies, that “ it is 
to be hoped amicable means will be found at 
an early date by negotiations with the trade 
unions to bring railway wages and working 
conditione more into harmony with the indus- 
trial position.” , 

The railway unions are content for the 
present to accept the position as it is. The 
only part of the country where there is agita- 
tion among the railway workers is in Scotland, 
where proposals have been tabled for a reduc- 
tion of wages and an increase of working hours, 
involving the abolition of the eight-hour day, to 
which there ie strenuous opposition. The guee- 
tion will be fought out before the Nationa) 
Wages Board early in the New Year, and the 
result may be of importance to the railways of 
the country generally. 

The dockers next month will have to face 
a further wage cut, bringing their daily 
minimum down to 13s. A big tussle on the 
builders’ 44-hour week is anticipated in the 
middle of January. The tramway workers’ dis- 
ute over the guaranteed week has been re- 
erred to a special Committee of the National 
Industria] Council, which reports in February. 
The tramway authorities desire an arrangement 
which wil] enable them to cope with the heavy 
trafic in the “ rush” hours, and in practice 
they declare that the guaranteed week has 
proved im ible. They have no intention to 
interfere with the normal working week.

GEDDES REPORT. 


HOW £200,000,000 CAN 
BE SAVED.

The recommendations £ the Economy 
Committee, presided over by Sir Eric 
Geddes, have now been placed in the hands 
of the chiefs of Government departments, 
and, though ‘hey ‘ave had them but a 
short time, it is already stated that very 
strong opposition will be offered to the 
drastic economies and reforms suggested. 

This Opposition is likely to be more for- 
midable as time goes on and the report is 
more thoroughly digested. 

Officially, strict secrecy ie being mainta; 
to the contents of the report, “but ercandon 
ground exists for the belief that the savines 
recommended reach a total not far short of 
£200,000,000, which is epread over various 
administrative departments. The largest “‘cut’’ 
is that recomménded in the Education Vote. 
The present cost of the schools is vastly in 
excess of that ruling before the war, and the 
whole system of education must be amended in 


erder to obtain the saving which, it is believed 
ia suggested. i 


CASE OF INFANTS. 


In the first place, the school age will be 
raised to five or, perhape, six years, and no 
children under the compulsory age will be 
admitted. At present infants of three and four 
years are allowed to enter the schools, and 
their presence is responsible for a great addition 
to the expense sheet of every school. By 
diminishing the number of pupils in this way 
a reduction in teaching etaffs is possible. So 
far as this proposal ie concerned, opposition will 
not carry much weight, but the reduction in the 
salaries of teachers will. be strenuously opposed 
by the teachers’ organisations, 

With regard to secondary schools, it is 
suggested that a ecale of charges shall be intro- 
duced based upon the earnings of the parents, 
and that only a limited number of scholars, who 
are to be selected upon the scholarship principle, 
shall be allowed to attend secondary schools 
without the payment of fees. 

revision of the curriculum in use in various 
classes of schools will probably be put forward, 
by which the number of subjects in which in- 
struction is given will be curtailed. 

The recommendations cover the whole 
educational system of the country, though the 
greatest economies are those in the primary 
schools. ; 

The Navy will receive attention. and, though 
the actual strength of fighting ships may not 
be dealt with at length, various establishments 
and administrative systems will be referred) to 
in detail. 

It ie also generally believed that a consolida- 
tion of the fighting Services will be suggested. 
In some quarters it is believed that a bold 
scheme, involving the abolition of the present 
Services and the formation of a Ministry of 
Defence, will be outlined, but whether the pro- 
posal is so far-reaching as that or not. soma 
form of co-ordination is certain to be recom- 
mended. In that case the overlapping branches 
of the three Services will be chiefly affected. 

There are known to be cases where different 
hospitals, maintained by the Navy, the Army, 
and the Air Force, ex'st in comraratively close 
proximity, which could be adequately combined 
into one establishment, administered by a 
Medical Service composed of representatives of 
the three Services, or by a distinct Medical 
Service independent of the fighting Services, 


MILITARY ECONOMIES, 


The abolition of certain establishments in the 
Army ie regarded as a certain recommendation, 
and the simplification of administratjon gener- 
ally is looked upon as a probable suggestion, 
which may be accompanied by a definite plan 
by which various Services in the different com- 
mands may he more directly administered than 
at present. 

So far as a reduction in the etrength of the 
Army is concerned, the Household Cavalry, 
being the most expensive unite, are sure to re- 
ceive the most attention. It ie said that two 
courses will be suggested to the War Office. 
In the first place, one or more regiments could 
be disbanded; or, secondly, the existing units 
could be maintained as separate regiments, but 
‘with a reduced strength. 

It is by no means certain that we have heard 
the last of a reduction in the cavalry of the 
line. An immediate reduction to the extent of 
two or three or even four regiments is spoken 
of, while a reduction of the infantry is dow sug- 
gested as probable. i 

With regard to the Air Force, the number of 
squadrons may be slightly reduced, but most of 
the saving to be effected in: this service must. 16 
is thought, be in the administration branch. The 


| administrative system, which necessitates a com- 


munication from a squadron to the Air Ministry 
passing through a wing, a group, and an area 
before reaching its destination might, it is 
thought, be easily simplified. ‘ 

The Ministry of Health will not be pleased 
with the report if all that is spoken of appears 
in the published version. A drastic cutting down 
is suggested, and it is believed that the abolition 
of the Ministry as a separate department is not 
gutside the bounds of probability. 

In that ‘case the Ministry. of Labour and the 
Ministry of Health would be combined to ad- 
minister the services which remain after both 
have been shorn of several branches. 

The report which has been presented to the 
Prime Minister is an interim one, pending the 
continuation of the inauiries by the Committee. 
and there is no necessity for its publication, but 
attenion has been so keenly directed to the 
snbiect that the decision to keep the contents of 
the report confidential would be met with «trong 
resentment on the part of the taxpaver, who is 
looking with more than usual interest to the 
prospect of reduced taxation following the 
adoption of the recommendation. 

If expectations are realised, therefore. the re- 
port should «ee the light of day in the early 
part of the New Year.

He 
said that during Advent their minds had been 
largely occupied with discussions as to the 
government of their country in the future. That 
was an important subject, but it seemed smail 
on Christmas Day, when they meditated on the 
great redemption of the world by our Lord 
Jesus Christ. . 

That day they celebrated the birth of our 
Saviour, the great Deliverer, who came into the 
world to save sinners, not only by preaching re- 
pentance, but by showing by His own life and 
death the ideal of a Divine life made possible 
by Him for all men, in which alone men might 
attain the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding. ° 

Man needed sharp lessons before he could be 
taught. No one knew what the world wide war 
would involve. Six years of destruction re- 
vealed to all men that such mutual ruin: was a 
huge mistake, which must never occur agai. 
Nothing short of the universal devastation 
caused by the war could have taught men to 
come to that conclusion. The Church prayed 
earnestly for peace, and God had answered that 
prayer by turning the minds of men towards 
another form of government, the government 
of the Prince of Peace. 

Until the present year all nations believed 
that the way to preserve peace was to ‘ee 
pare for war. That plan was acknowledged 
not to lead to peace, but to the outbreak of 
war. If the nations had not been armed war 
could not have taken place. Let them 
with thanksgiving that future generations might 
look back on this Christmas as the most blessed 
anniversary the birth of Christ that had 
cver peen celebrated. 

The principle of that government which had 
heen disregarded by the nations of the earth 
for eighteen centuries had now, in their day, 
heen acknowledged to be the only principle 
which could bring peace to a distracted and 
stricken world. Might they not hope notwith- 
standing all thé unrest and all the efforts of 
wicked people, whose aim was to block the 
advance of the Kingdom of God, that they saw 
at last a faint streak of light on the eastern 
horizon, which might be the harbinger of the 
coming of a new era of peace? 

At the afternoon Service there was no sermon. 
The anthems sung were ‘‘ Hallelujah,” - and 
“There were Shepherds.’” Master B. Harrison 
pang the solo part in the latter very tastefully. 
Whe whole choral work was, in fact, markedly

THE PEACE TREATY. 


The customary Christmas Services were held 
fa Christ Church Cathedral. On Saturday 
afternoon carols were sung, and on Christmas 
morning Holy Communion was celebrated in the 
Lady Chapel at 10 o'clock. At Mating the 
enthem: *‘ There were Shepherds’’ (Handel), 
was sung, and at 11.40 there was a choral 
celebration of Holy Communion, The anthem: 
““There were Shephérds,’’ was repeated at 
Mvensong. 

An appeal for prayer for the Divine guidance 
of those in whose hands lies the acceptance or 
rejection of the Treaty of Peace with Great 
Britain was made by the Archbishop of Dublin, 
who was the special preacher at the forenoon 
Service. ‘ 

At the conclusion of the sermon, which was on 
the subject of “‘ Christ, the Man,” His Grace 
eaid that there was no reason for him to refer 
in more than the briefest terms to the condi- 
tion of their country at this Christmastide. 

As compared with Christmastide, 1920, the 
outlook is immeasurably more hopeful. A very 
real effort for peace has been made—an effort 
jcined in by men representing England and 
a joined in with the most sincere and 
determined wil! to find a way to peace, if such 
can be found. 

Such a way to peace lies before the country 
to-day for its acceptance—a way to peace hav- 
ing this unique distinction as compared with 
all previous peace proposals for Iireland— 
namely, that it is recommended to Ireland bv 
those who have been deputed by the Irish 
majarity to represent them at the Conference 
table. There seems to be a reasonable likeli- 
hood that these terme will be accepted by the 
Assembly which has been discussing them in 
Dublin for the past week. More than that it is 
not for me to say. 

The impression that all of them who stood 
outeide politics must get if they threw their 
eyes over the country, he went on, was that the 
people of Ireland as a whole longed for peace. 
After their experiences the people of the coun- 
try wanted to return to the normal tranquillity 
of civil life. He had little doubt that that 
widespread desire would not escape the notice 
of the elected representatives of the majority, 
or that its «trength would fail to influence them 
when they gave their votes for or againet rati- 
tiation in the New Year. 

Meanwhile, he concluded, it was their. duty as 
men and women who had been praying to God 
for light, and help and guidance, through 
months of snepentanaiie blackness—it was their 
duty to thank God with glad hearts for the 
light of hope that brightened the present Christ- 
mastide, and for the abatement of political ten- 
sion that had manifested itself. It was their 
duty, further, to pray that God would guide 
the minds and wills of those with whom the 
fateful decision lay to a choice based upon 

inciples that were true to the character of

FISHING FLEET 
IN PERIL. 


STEAM .TRAWLERS’ 
GALLANT RESCUE.

The Glenga! Head fishing fleet, County Done- 
gal, was caught in a severe gale twelve miles 
off the coast on Friday. It was saved from de- 
struction by two Fleetwood trawlers, which went 
to its assistance and brought it safely into the 
— 


storm. The fleet went out to fish early in the 
day on Ballaugh Bank. When the storm broke 
over the boats they kept themselves from foun- 
dering by heading the mountainous seas for 
several hours, but they were slowly forced down 
the Sound of Inistrahull. 

Fortunately, two steam trawlers, the Dinas 
and the Aria of Fleetwood, which were shelter- 
ing in Culdaff Bay, hearing that the boats were 
in distress, immediately put out in search of 
them, They picked up four of them and brought 
them safely into harbour; but they had to go 
out a second time, as three other boats were 
still missing. 

These boats had drifted far out to sea, and 
darkness had almost set in when the trawlers 
sighted them in an absolutely helpless condition 
and got them in tow. 

This is not the first time that Fleetwood 
trawlers have saved lives on the exposed coast of 
Donegal.

AN IRISH CONSTTTU- 
” TION, | 
—_>-—--- 


(FROM A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The first clause of the Treaty provides that 
Ireland shall have “ a Parliament having powers 
to make laws for the peace, order and good. go- 
vernment of Ireland, and an Executive respon- 
sible to that Parliament.” Clause 16 provides 
that the Irish Free State shall not endow or 
penalise any religion or discriminate in any 
way between religions or the adherents thereof, 
or between schools under the management of 
different denominations. Nor may any law be 
made which affects prejudicially the right of any 
child to attend a school receiving public money 
without attending the religious instruction at 
the school. 
_. These are the sole limitations placed by the 
Treaty upon the Provisional Government that is 
to be invested with the duty of erecting the 
constitutional fabric of the Irish Free State. Its 
external relations with the Crown, with Great 
Britain, and (by implication) with foreign States 
are provided for in detail by the Treaty. But 
as regards the interna! affairs of the Irish Free 
State the Provisional Government will be at 
liberty to follow any constitutional model, or 
undertake any constitutional experiment, subject 
only to the above-mentioned limitations—a re- 


sponsible Executive and no religious discrimina- 


tion. 

The Treaty provides that there must be a 
Cabinet an that the Cabinet must resign 
as soon as it ceases to command 
a majority vote in the popular assembly. 
This inevitably entails a system of double- 
headed Departments of Government, the politi- 
cal head or Minister sharing the fate of his 
chief, and the Permanent Head of the De- 
partment carrying on from one Ministry to the 
next. arrangement is not ideal, for it 
happens often enough that a Government is 
defeated on a measure that really embodies the 
ideas of a permanent head of a department. 
The incoming Minister then finds himself faced 
with the alternative of trying to work with a 
permanent head of whose policies he disapproves 
-or of replacing him, a process which in- 
evitably entails an outcry in the Press and a 
public washing of Departmental lingerie. On 
the other hand, the process of official decapita- 
tion must stop somewhere if the State’s affairs 
are to be efficiently conducted. The choice ig be- 
tween a too rmanent and too powerful 
bureaucracy—a thing Great Britain undoubtedly 
suffers from—and a too near approach to the 
American spoils system under 
public office ig a political plum. 

As far as the Legislature and Judiciary of 
the Irish Free State are concerned the Provi- 
sional Government will have an entirely free 
hand. It seems safe to assume, however, that 
they will essay no innovations of startlingly 
novel character. It seems to be gene- 
rally agreed that, if the “Treaty is 
ratified either by Dail Eireann (or whatever 
body it is that is now sitting at the College of 
Science), or subsequently by some other body 
chosen for that purpose by the Irish electorate, 
the Provisional Government will be formed by 
all or some of the plenipotentiaries who nego 
tiated the Treaty in London. Mesers. Griffith 
and Collins and their colleagues have already 
proved themselves men of shrewd common-sense, 
able to grasp the realities of statesmanship, and 
far more concerned with the bone than with the 
shadow of national well-being. These gentle- 
men will doubtless counsel adherence during 
the Free State’s infancy to the tried constitu- 
tional models, leaving to the future the reali- 
sation of ideals whose posifive value may well 
be submitted to the acid test of time. More- 
over, it does not appear that they will have 
at their command as an adjunct to their na- 
tive ability the assistance of any minds rich in 
legislative experience or ekilled in the intrica- 
cies of comparative jurisprudence. Nevertheless, 
and in however cautious a spirit they approach 
it, the task of the Provisional Government pro- 
mises to be no easy one. 

A brief consideration of the matters with 
which they must concern themselves will. make 
that clear. We may take the legislative func- 
tion. The Provisional Government muet de- 
cide, in the first place, whether the Free State 
shall have a rigid or an elastic constitution; 
whether, that is to gay, there shall be certain 
constitutional provisions that can be abro- 
gated, amended, or added to only by setting in 
motion special legisiative machinery, or 
whether every legislative enactment, no matter 
how vital its character, shall be the result of 
the same Parliamentary procedure. There is 
nothing in the Treaty that directly or im- 
pliedly prohibits the setting up of a rigid con- 
stitution for the Irish Free State. Books could 
be written in support of it. Other volumes of 
equal bulk, and not less convincing, could be 
written against it. 

We may assume, 
British or elestic type of constitution 
will be preferred. Unlike Mr. de Valera, 
Messrs. Griffith and Collins have had no experi- 
ence, fortunate or otherwise, of American poli- 
tics, and it will be with them a case of choosing 
the evils that they know rather than to invite 
the Free State to experiment with evils of the 
magnitude of which it has no real conception. 
' r the same reason we may sibly take it 
for granted that the Irish Parliament will be 
bicameral. The restraint of a second and neces- 
sarily conservative chamber is borne with 
some impatience by any modern democracy 
whose government involves a responsible Exe- 
cutive. (It serves quite another purpose in 
countries like the United States, where there is 
no such thing as a Government measure, and 
laws are passed by a system of vote-trading 
among their sponsors.) A House of Peers or a 
Senate is a permanent reminder to the elec- 
iorate that it cannot always be trusted to act 
sanely in its own intéreets. 

On the other hand, 
function that a second chamber = can 
most. usefully be called upon to perform, 
though it must be admitted that the majority of 
secund chambers are but imperfectly equipped 
fo; it. That is the function of expert legisla- 
tion. All legislation falls roughly under twe 
heads—that which the public wants, the details 
being often, though not always, of minor _im- 
portance, and that which the public is only 
too glad to have, but does not want, for the 
supe reason that its own legislative sense 
and expericnce is quite incapable of propounding 
it. An act providing for the taxation of motor 
cars would be a tolerable example of the 
former. An act to codify and simplify the law 
relating to Public Carriers would be an example 
of the second. 

At the present moment no country in the world 

eases a second chamber consisting of trained 
legislators exclusively, and yet overwhelming 
arguments can be advanced in its favour, not 
merely on the score of efficiency, but aleo on the 
score of economy. For such a chamber would 
naturally supply all or part of the judiciary, the 
expert personnel for public commissions, arbi- 
trators, assessors, and so forth. Such a 
chamber would naturally have no power to 
reject legislation passed by the elected chamber 
except on the gfound of unconstitutionality, 
but would be in a position to propose amend- 
ments (which the other House might or might 
not accept), and also to initiate legislation. 
Probably the Provisional Government will con- 
tent iteelf with providing a second chamber of 
a more conventional character, something be- 
tween the American Senate and the Irish Con- 
vention. That it will plump for a second 
chamber of some eort seems certain, since & 
strong Senate will provide the most satisfactory 
inducement to Ulster to entrust her destinies 
to a single Irish Parliament. 

As far as the constitution of the elected 
House is concerned, the Provisional Government 
will hardly be inclined to depart from the 
principles to which the Irish people are already 
accustomed. The constitution-makers may, 
if they so decide, abolish women’s suffrage and 
eo rtional representation, confine the vote to 
an 


roperty qualification for members of the Irish 

arliament. Or they may go to the other ex- 
treme and achieve complete proportional] repre- 
sentation by introducing the primary system, 
and place the legislative function directly in 
the hands of the people by introducing the 
Initiative and Referendum. lu the United 
States the latter institutions have been found 
to advance litical education, and there is 
n» doubt that they would prove of value to 
any democracy in which the ordinary party 
cleavages had given way to political 
divisions based on class. The working man 
suspects all Governments, even the ones has 
himself placed in office, and the knowledge that 
he can initiate legislation himself, and without 
recourse to the politicians, has a steadying in- 
fluence on him. 

It is mot at all likely, however, that 
the Provisional overnment will go to 
any of these e es. The suffrage will 
continue on its present basis, and the existing 
constituencies and electoral machinery will be 
preserved. Economy alone will provide a suffi- 
cient inducement to avoid unnecessary changes. 
The same may be said with respect to the Judi- 
ciary. But here we have to consider this fact— 
that a system of Republican courts has been 
set up in Southern Ireland, and has functioned 
to some extent, which differs in many material 
respects from the system on which the King’s 
Courts are based. It seems, however, that 
these ublican courts accepted the Common 
Law as the basis of their jurisprudence, and a 
Napoleon or 

) an-Dutch Law is not to be expected. 
Nevertheless, it is in respect to the Judiciary 
and the practice of Law in general that 
the Provisional #Government is 
likely to innovate. It may decide, inter alia, 
to amalgamate the two branches of the legal 
profession, a. ane that is being widely ad- 
vocated in Eng at the t time. Other 
changes looking to i economy may also 
be expected, since at the present time Ireland 
has far too of one sort and 
another. e is certam to

BRITISH ATTITUDE 
DEFINED.

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The Naval Committee of the Conference this 
afternoon listened to a three-hour triangular 
debate on the submarine question between 
Admiral de Bon, Mr. Balfour, and Signor 
Schanzer. 

According to the official communiqué, no 
action was taken, although Admiral de Bon 
declared that the Conference could not reason- 
ably limit submarine construction at all, but 
if it did, ninety thousand tons is the absolute 
minimum for all navies which may want to 
have a submarine force. 

Mr. Balfour reiterated and extended the 
arguments for total abolition. He admitted, 
however, that the British Empire has no hope 
of getting any important support for this course 
at this nference, and added :—‘‘I earnestly 
trust that our debates may go beyond the 
limits of this room, and even beyond those of 
the publie sessions.” 

Signor Schanzer said that, in the opinion of 
Italians, the best course was to follow the spirit 
of the American proposal, and consequently 
limit submarines to the basis of what was 
strictly necessary for a purely defensive naval 
poliey. - 

Admiral de Bon argued that Germany tad 
maintained her entire coast intact owing to 
sulmarines making approach to the mine fields 
really dangerous, whilst the Adriatic sub- 
marines had also formed one of the enemy’s 
most powerful means of action. He declared 
also that submarines had hampered the bom- 
bardment of the Dardanelles fortifications. 

““Im one word,” he added, “ the submarine 
has proven its worth as a means of attack 
against warships, as also in the protection of a 
country’s coasts, and they have proved to be 
especially efficient: against merchantmen.”’ ' 

t was attacks on neutrals and non-belli- 
géerents, and not attacks on merchant vessels 
of the enemy, that had struck terror into the 
hearts of all peoples. It had always been an 
effective means of crippling the adversary to 
attack enemy merchant craft, and it would 
always seem to be legitimate to do so. 

The French Admiral drew a picture of pos- 
sible developments with huge airships capable 
of attacks by land and sea, and spreading gas 
over a considerable area of the sea, paralyzing 
large ships, and possibly a squadron. The sub- 
marine might well become a defence against 
aircraft because of its ability to submerge. The 
last war had shown that hereafter naval war- 
fare can be carried on simultaneously under the 
water, on the surface, and in the air. 

Mr. Balfour, in reply, said that whilst 
Admiral de Bon had conden.aed the inhumane 
use of the submarines, it was the action of 
submarines upon merchant ships which he re- 
garded as, on the whole, the most important 
use to which that weapon of maritime warfare 
can be put. 

“If they once are let loose to deal with 
merchantmen, it is incredible that in the stress 
of war their powers will not be abused in the 
future ak they have been so grossly abuse: 
in the past. I do not “in the least unduly 
minimise the utility of the submarines 
for genuine war purposes, but I . can- 
not help thinking that Admiral de Bon 
has exaggerated it. I.can assure him that he 
is án error in supposing that the immunity of 
attack enjoyed by the German coasts was in 
the least degree due to the submarines pos- 
sessed by Germany. I speak with knowledge 
and authority on that subject. © Neither do | 
believe that you will find that submarines on 
the whole are any defence against sudden 
attack by a warship upon undefended coast 
towns.”’ 

Mr. Balfour recalled the German bombard- 
ment of a British town where there was a sub- 
marine. Although the submarine did its best, 
he declared, the enemy got away safely before 
anything could be done either in the way of 
protection or revenge. Mr. Balfour also said 
that the British had bombarded Zeebrugge, 
which wae full of submarines, for hours without 
loss or injury to a British ship, and in the 
Dardanelles, with submarines prowling about, 
the British lay for months, and yet what sub- 
mersibles had accomplished was quite in- 
significant,

Balfour, is of the magnitude indicated, and if 
France, which Heaven forbid, will again in 
the future have to call upon her friends, the 
Allies, or her late Allies, for assistance in men 
and munitions, it will be, I suppose, because 
her Great Eastern neighbour has not merely 
revived her army, but has in part revived her 
navy. The one is not likely to take place 
without the other, and both are contrary to 
the Treaty of Versailles. We must ‘then

“HARTAL FAILS. 


CALCUTTA’S WELCOME 
TO THE PRINCE. 
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CALCUTTA, Saturday. 

Calcutta has been regarded es the “ acid 
test” of the ability of Mr. Gandhi's followers 
to mar the Prince of Wales’s tour, For many 
days past most alarming rumours have been 
eurrent. Notwithstanding this, however, pre 
arations went steadily he to gus the 

rince a rousing reception, the particular amr 
bition of the city being to eclipse what Bombay 
had done. ' 

The city was superbly decorated, and as- 
suredly gave the most en display yet 
encountered since the tour began. 

A complete hAartal had been declared, and 
some little concern was felt as to how this 
might develop. All the bazaars remained closed, 
but as the mass of tne people would have 
gone to the races in any case, this did not 
necessarily mean much. A few strikes occurred, 
causing some inconvenience, but there was 
nothing in the nature of violence. The authori- 
ties did not risk any repetition of what hap- 
pened in Bombay, and had made complete pre- 
parations, 5,000 volunteers supplementing the 
already re-inforced garrison. ! 

Some time before the Royal train was due 
it became evident that large crowds would 
line the route. Strand road, Clive street, and 
Dalhousie square were packed, and hundreds oi 
spectators were clustered on the roofs of houses. 

The station presented a brilliant spectacle. A 
grand stand had been erected opposite the 
arrival platform, and it was packed with Euro- 
pean and Indian spectators. Lord Ronald- 
shay, Governor of Helgal; General Lord Raw- 
linson, the Commander-inChief in India; 
Admirat Clinton-Baker, and many other high 
officials, with a glittering crowd of <Aides-de- 
Camp were assembled on a red carpeted, palm- 
fringed enclosure. 

On alighting the Prince received the usual 
presentation and ins the guard of honour. 
Then he entered the Royal barouche, and a 
procession was formed. 

On the way to Dalhousie square the crowds 
cheered heartily, although here and there there 
were a few Bengali, wearing Gandhi caps and 
who shouted—“ Gandhi ki jai.” 

Some fine triumphal arches had been erected, 
but the most striking of all was that formed 
by the fire brigade, with fully expanded 
escapes bearing clusters of brass helmetted fire- 
men, at the entrance to the beautiful grounds 
IE SIN square, with its central turquoise 
ake. 

EXAMPLE TO INDIA. 

The Prince dismounted and proceeded to a 
little pavilion where he received an address 
of welcome from the Calcutta Corporation. 

Replying to the address, the Prince said :--‘‘! 
have seen many cities of the Empire, but few 
which can vie in interest with Calcutta. 

“The expansion of a amall fishing village 
nto & great manufacturing and commercial 
city, with a port full of shipping, and a vast 

e mart that is in daily touch 
with the Far East and America on the 
one side, and Europe, Australia, and 
Africa on the other, forras a memorable 
chapter in the Empire’s history of which both 
Britain and India may well be proud. 

“The great im which this city has played in 
tbe history of India itself makes a powerful ap- 
peal to the imagination, Whether viewed as 
the stronghold of the European commercial com- 
munity or as the capital of Bengal, or in the 
more restricted but important aspect of a great 
student centre, Calcutta arrests the attention, 
and is invested with an importance peculiarly 
its own, i 

“ Further, if we add the suburban munici- 
palities, Caleutta can claim that, with the ex- 
ception of London, no city in the Empire has 
more inhabitants, while few have a more cos- 
mopolitan population. It is patent that the vast 
area and population entrusted to you are no 
light burden. With great schemes still before 
you to lead through to a successful issue, and the 
vast: projects of the Port Trust, public life im 
Caleutta offers a fascinating field, indeed, to 
those ready to devote their energies to the im- 
provement of the welfare of their fellow-citizens. 

“That the citizens of Calcutta, of various 
races and creeds, have worked together with 
such harmony and efficiency, and have shown 
such admirable results, is a bright augury for 
British India. i 

‘If the gradual development of the self- 
—* institutions of India is attended and 
inspired by as happy a spirit of united effort to 
secure the well-being of the people as animates 
pé Corporation, the future is, indeed, full of 
rope. y 

After this ceremony the Prince drove to 
Government House. He was met at the foot of 
the grand staircase by the Governor and Lady 
Ronaldshay. The former extended an official 
welcome to Calcutta to the Prince of Wales, 
ore the guns of Fort William boomed their 
salute, i 

A procession was then formed and ascended 
the grand staircase to the Throne Room, where 
the Ruling Princes of Bengal, Heriditary 
Newabs and Rajahs, with a number pro- 
minent officials, were presented. 

This closed the ceremonial functions of the 
day. 

Changing into mufti, the Prince of Wales 
motored to the race-course, where he lunched 
with the Stewards of the Calcutta Turf Club. 

The famous course, one of the finest in the 
world, was densely crowded, and the Prince re- 
ceived a great ovation. 

During the race the Prince left the grand 
stand and walked about, chatting to various 
people. 

The attendance of Indians was larger than at 
any previous race meeting this year, and their 
numbers caused His Royal Highness to remark, 
laughingly, “‘This doesn’t look much like a 
hartal.” When told that 5,000 Volunteers had 
been off duty all night to EX mischief, he 
exclaimed, '“ They are a jolly fine set oí sports- 
men in Calcutta.'' 

Enthusiasm reached its most demonstrative 
pitch when His Royal Highness presented the 
Prince of Wales's cup to Mr. Maulstaun, whose 
horse, Galway Gate, the favourite, won easily 
from Mr. Gould's Bell Metal. 

The Prince dined quictly at Government 
House,, where he ie etaying, and afterwards 
attended a private dance given by the Governor 
of Pengal. 


LETTERS.TO THE EDITOR. 
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FARMING IN CANADA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
*Sre,—The following may interest some of 
your readers, as Í note that you have had 
several articles on the falling prices for farm 
produce in Ireland. I give it word for word 
from a letter just received by me from Alberta, 
Canada :— 

‘* Horses and cattle are very low priced now. 
Cattle are selling as low as lá cents a Ib. live 
weight, and 5} cents. a Ib, fdr very choice 
steers. Horses weighing about 1300 Ibe.—about 
the average weight of a farm horse here-—are 
selling at $50 to $75 each. Service fees for 
mares run about $15 to $20; so you see at 
present there is no money in raising horses. 
At the prices I have quoted there can be no 
money either in raising cattle, and there is 
practically no open range left. 

“Wheat sold to-day—No. 

78 cente. a bushel, and oats, best grade, about 
23 cents. a bushel. It is difficult to see any 
money in gais goerring either. Eggs, are 
scarce; butter, milk, and cream are fably pro- 
fitable, but there is only a very limited local 
demand, and if they are shipped to the city. 
the cost of shipment considerubly reduces any 
profit. Speaking generally, farming prospects 
to-day in Western Canada look none too rosy. 
It can produce the goods, but the difficulty is 
to market them profitably. That difficulty is 
not solved yet. Farm machinery is etill very 
high. Wages are high and farm produce 
very low, with a high freight rate against it.” 
_ Í may add that the writer of this letter lives 
in a good district in Central Alberta, well 
served by railways. I have heard similar re- 
ports from other Fir. of the world, including 
the Argentine. he lowering of freight rates 
would, therefore, mean even a greater fail for 
Irish produce, if this foreign produce gets 
here eventially.—Yours, etc.,

TRADE. 


CRIMINAL TRIBES OF 
INDIA. 


- 


The problem of the criminal (ribes in India 
forms the subject of an inferesting article 
Miss C. M. Edwards in the January nunpher 
of The East and the West, a quarterly review 
for the study of missionary problems issued by 
the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
in Foreign Parts. 

The habits, numbers, and criminality of theae 
tribes vary, as does also their social siatus. 
Some tribes own land, and have their regular 
place in the village community, but the men 
have a strange habit of disappearing for weeks 
or months at.a time, and the Post Office records 
often show that money orders of considerable 
value, and a large number of registered parcels 
containing valuables, are transmitted to their 
wives and families during their absence 

Other tribes lead a nomadic life. committing 
thefts and depredaiions until the fear of the 
police compels them to move on. Yet anothes 
group pose, sometimes for years, as respectable 
merchants, keeping a shop in some large town, 
and going off with their associates on tours for 
robbery in another part of the country where 
they are not known. . 

A curious group, says Miss Edwards, are the 
(lhhapparbands, who, when the tide cf 
Mohammedan conquest receded northwards 
were left high and dry on the shores of a Hindy 
civilisation which had no place for them. Feel. 
ing themselves to be outsiders, they took to 
a trade which preyed upon that civilisation 
which would not make use of their gifts. Thus 
they became most successful in the art of false 
coining. 

At first ousted, and then kept out of 
honest way of getting their living by the caste 
idea which ordains that a son should follow i: 
his father’s footsteps, they have literally Iver 
the sense of any social obligation to society. 
which cast them out. Thieving in its many 
branches, including. pilfering in bazaars. crop 
lifting, cattle lifting, house-breaking. highway 
robbery, false eoining—all these, with or with. 
out violence or murder. are looked upor by 
these people as their legitimate trade. 
RAILWAY THIEVES. 

No two tribes seem to work alike. Each has 
its own laws and methods of procedure. The 
tribe who cail themselves the bundle stealer 
frequent bazaars and fairs, travel in crowded 
third-class Carriages, hang about railway 
stations, and are extraordinarily clever at 
evading the police. They disguise themselves 
as respectable travellers, and pass the stolen 
property so quickly from hand to hand that 
the actual thief is very rarely caught with his 
booty on him. 

The Indian traveller's luggage very often 
consists of a bundle or a canvas bag, which 
he stows undep his seat, and the wily thief 
after having impressed the whole carriage-fu)| 
of people by his big talk of his shop in Bomba: 
or his farm in the country, unselfishly offers 
when night comes to sleep on the floor, sc as 
to give more room to his fellow-travellers. 

Once there he quickly rifles all the bags and 
bundles, and passes the valuables to an equally 
respectable-looking thief, who vets out at 
the next station. He meeif gets out 
soon after, and it is not generally 
until morning that the thefts are 
discovered, and by that time the thieves are fag’ 
away, and there is very little hope of catching 
them. 

' A sense of humour and pride.” says the 
writer, “in their own ingenuity was shown hí 
a tribe who pursued the housebreaking branch 
of their trade, when they approached a newlrs 
arrived civil servant, and asked ham to appoint 
one of them as watchman. “ If you will ap.

TOWN TENANTS DEMAND 


PURCHASE ACT AND FAIR 
RENT COURT. 

A joint meeting of the Executive and the 
Central Branch of the All-Ireland Town Tenants’ 
League was held om Thursday evening at 45 
Parnell square, Dublin, Mr. P. J. Carolin in the 
chair, 
In reference to the sale of Kilcullen, a letter 
was read from the auctioneers regretting the 
delay and stating that they hoped to have the 
sale im January next, when the occupying 
tenants would be given an opportunity to pur- 
chase their homes. 

A communication was received from Messrs. 
Darley, Orpen, and Synnott, solicitors, acting 
for the owners of the 8 i estate, stating 
that the request made on behalf of the tenants 
by Mr. Coghlan Briscoe that the town of Bally- 
jamesduff and the adjacent land should be sold 
to the tenants had been acceded to. 

In reference to the sale of Cashel, Mr. Markey, 
organiser, reported that he had visited the town, 
but that the people appeared to take no in- 
terest whatsoever in the matter. 

The affiliation and registration fee for over 50 
members was receiv from Kiltimagh, Co. 
Mayo. The Organising Committee at Cross- 
molina, Co. Mayo, reported that the branch was 
being organised and would be affiliated. A most 
encouraging report was read from Ballina. 

Mr. Coghlan Briscoe remarked that Co. Mayo, 
which was the cradle of the Land League, was 
now becoming the best organised county in Ire- 
land in the town tenants’ pao og i The 

le in the Mayo towns ped the value of 
5 Parchens Act and were ems up behind the 
Executive to push the matter forward. 

Tralee branch, in forwarding the annual 
affiliation fee, sent a message that the Executive 
might depend on whatever financial support was 
required would be given by the capital of Kerry. 
Similar messages were received from other 
centres, and @ large number of merchants from 
different parts of Ireland wrote asking to be 
allowed to co-operate in supporting the demand 
for a Purchase Bill. 

The Chairman said that it was quite clear 
from the correspondenee received since the All- 
Ireland meeting that town tenants were deter 
mined to get a Purchase Act and a court to fix 
fair rents. He saw with astonishment that the 
people in some places appeared to think that a 
Purchase Act would emerge from the Irish Par- 
liament without any effort on the part of the 
town tenants themselves. Nothing could be 
more foolish or so mistaken. The coming Irish 
Parliament would be like all other Parliaments, 
a body that would cater for the who 
would make the most noise, and if town tenants 
were to get a Purchase Bill and a fair rents 
court they would have to start a vigorous agita- 
tion and place the issue before all candidates 
standing for Parliament.

NEW ZEALAND’S FINE RECORD. 


The Department of Imperial Government 
Supplies of New Zealand was responsible 
during the period March, 1915, to March of this 
year for organising the supply of agricultural 
produce to an is and other countries to the value 
of £158,576 is represents an average 
annual psc of agricultural products’ of 

500,000, or £18 per head of a population of 
a mitten and a quarter. It is a record of which 
the Dominion is justly proud, as prices were 
subject to agreement with the Imperial Govern- 
ment from time to time, and were fixed within 
the limits of open market prices, had there been 
any considerable facilities for unrestricted trade 
at the time. 

While the figures are of interest (says the 
“ Board of Trade Journal”) in illustrating the 
Dominion’s contribution of food and essential 
raw materi in a period of crisis, they are 
far more important to-day as an indication of 
health and strength for international trade in 
the present and future. 

Total disbursements by the Department from 
3rd March, 1915, to 3lst March, 1921, according 
to a comprehensive report recently issued, were 
as follows :—, 


£158,576 644 

The total disbursements to 51st March, 1920, 
were £133,091,240. 

The Department commenced its operations on 
3rd March, 1915, its duties covering the control 
of the various contracts for purchase of produce 
by the Imperial Government, including frozen 
meat, wool, sheep-skins, hides, butter, cheese, 
frozen and canned rabbits, scheelite, and such 
other individual contracts as were from time to 
time made by the Imperial authorities with 
New Zealand producers.

These figures include 2,382,347 carcases lamb 
and 464, carcases mutton consigned to New 
York and Boston. The losses of Imperial Go- 
vernment meat in New Zealand during the 
same period were equal to 0.107 per cent. of 
the total purchases. Payments for storage in- 
cluded in above amounted to £5,388,903 6s. ve 
=0.59d. per pound of the meat purchased. The 
total cost of administration chargeable to the 
Department’s activities amoanted to 0.019 per 
cent., or 44d. per £100. 


BID FOR ENGLISH MEAT 
MARKETS. 


The High Commissioner for New Zealand has 
received cable advice from his Government to 
the effect that in consequence of the present 
condition of the New Zealand frozen mest 
trade proposals have been submitted to and 
approved Parliament in the Dominion, and 
are now as Be discussion with the imterests con- 
cerned, for the control of all exports, Sales, and 
shipments of New Zealand frozen meat. The 
control will be vested in a Board, whose mem- 

rs will consist of representatives of the 
Government, the producers and the freezing 
and mercantile interests, with an executive 
composed of the best business men available. 

The proposals provide for the Government 
advancing to owners against stock delivered at 
the works, such advances to include the cost 
of slaughtering and freezing, freight, etc., to 
point of sale. Sales of meat may be made 
f.o.b. or c.i.f., or the Board may consign which- 
ever is in the best interests of the producers. 
It will also be responsible for the ne 
of freight arrangements. It is proposed to 
utilise the existing channels of distribution in 
the United Kingdom as far as possible, and to 
establish an Associated Board in London to 
work in conjunction with the New Zealand 


Board. 

Lastly, it is proposed to pool all meat in such 
parcels as may be decided upon under the 
present works brands and grades. Detailed 
roposals are to. be submitted by the Prime 
Minister to the Conference of producers early 
in the New Year. Meanwhile the information 
given above “will, doubtless, be of interest to 
all concerned in the meat trade in the United 
Kingdom.
